The tact that he said lie 
never consulted th e newspapers 
to 
learn the identity of the man caused 
authorities to doubt him. Hut Ells­ 
worth persisted. 
He said lie was 
“ h u m m in g ” w ith Hickm an and Hunt 
th rough Kansas when Hie man pick­ 


e r! Diem up in his automobile offer­ 
ing to take them as far as Topeka. 
After a short time, Ellsworth said. 
Hickman persuaded the man to let 
him drive. 
Then Hunt 
gave Ells­ 
worth a revolver and forced him, by 
threatening violence, to shoot 
tile 
man to death. The body was thrown 
out of tile car, according to Ells 
worth. 
The youth said Hickman and Hunt 
then robbed him of IU)

Marion Parker — th e crime which 
brought about his apprehension — 
and has admitted participating with 
his bandit pal, Welby Hunt, in the 
killing of Ivy Thoms in a drug store 
holdup. 
But authorities now believe they 
may 
be able to connect 
Hickman 
and Hunt with other crimes and are 
speeding their efforts in hope of pre­ 
senting 
concrete 
evidence 
along 
these lines to tile grand jury which 
convenes Tuesday for the purpose of 
r e tu rn in g 
m u r d e r 
indictments 
against Hickman. 
One of the crimes into which a u ­ 
thorities have delved is the killing 
of Patrolm an P. L. Bennett, who was 
shot through tile heart on the even­ 
ing of December 25. 1926. as he at­ 
tempted to arrest a man who held 
up a millinery store.

night, the weather bureau predicted. 


New Year’s Eve revelers in Chi­ 
cago and nearby cities will do their 
merrymaking with th** mercury hov­ 
ering around five degrees below zero 
aud points as far south as the Ohio
